NAMB  offers  loans 

ALPHARETTA,  Ga.  (BP)  —  As  part  of  its  expanding 
emphasis  on  church  planting,  the  North  American  Mission 
Board  (NAMB)  is  dedicating  up  to  $15  million  for  financing 
new  church  plants  across  North  America  while  continuing  to 
make  loans  to  established,  existing  churches.  NAMB  and  its 
predecessor,  the  Home  Mission  Board,  have  been  making 
loans  to  established  churches  since  1900,  but  this  marks  the 
first  time  NAMB  has  utilized  its  church  loan  resources  specif¬ 
ically  for  creating  new  loan  products  for  church  plants.  In  the 
wake  of  this  spring's  devastating  tornadoes  and  major  flood¬ 
ing  across  the  country,  N  AMB's  church  finance  minikry  team 
also  is  offering  a  free  resource.  After  a  Disaster,  which  is  a 
guide  for  churches  whose  properties  have  been  impacted  by 
disasters.  The  booklet  is  under  "downloadable  resources"  at 
www.churchfinanceministiry.com,  an  NAMB  website.  The 
website  also  has  tools  for  modeling  a  loan  based  on  the 
church's  finances,  budgeting,  recordkeeping,  and  forecasting. 


P akistan  pushing  blasphemy  on  children

ISTANBUL  (BP)  — 
Pakistan's  notorious  blasphe¬ 
my  laws  can  put  even  children 
at  risk,  and  Christians  say  the 
days  when  they  could  teach 
their  offspring  pat  answers  to 
protect  them  from  accusations 
of  disparaging  Islam  or  its 
prophet  seem  to  have  passed. 

A  30-year-old  Pakistani 
woman  whogrew  up  in  Lahore 
said  her  Christian  parents 
taught  her  formula  answers  to 
keep  from  falling  prey  to  accu¬ 
sations  under  the  blasphemy 
statutes,  such  as  "I  am  a 
Christian,  I  can  only  tell  you 
about  Him,"  but  even  then, 
before  militant  Islamists  began 
iiCuencing  Pakistani  society  as 
they  have  in  recent  years, 
schoolchildren  were  taught  not 
to  discuss  religion,  she  said. 

"We  knew  never  to  get  into 
religious  discussions  with  oth¬ 
ers,  she  said.  "We  had  them  at 
home  —  our  parents  would  put 
us  through  me  drill  of  asking 
us  tough  questions  to  see  how 
we  answered.  Only  now  I  real¬ 
ize  that  was  practice  for 
school." 

In  this  way,  she  was  imbued 
with  the  fundamentals  of  the 
Christian  faith  and  at  the  same 
time  learned  that  she  should 
discuss  it  only  with  her  parents, 
said  the  source,  who  spoke  on 
condition  of  anonymity. 
Though  the  Christian  faith  is 
inherently  evangelistic,  the 
blasphemy  laws  have  made 
people  silent,-  she  added. 

Tne  blasphemy  statutes  sig¬ 
nal  to  non-Muslims  that  they  are 
second-class  or  "dhimmi"  status 
citizens  who  must  stay  within 
narrow  social  boundaries,  leave, 
or  be  killed,  she  said. 

"Christians  constantly  face 
auestions  like,  'What  do  you 
mink  of  the  Quran,  do  you  tike 
it?'  and,  "What  do  you  think  of 
Muhammad?'"  she  said.  "One 
answer  is,  'As  a  Christian  I 
have  only  read  the  Bible,  I  can't 
read  Arabic.'  These  questions 
used  to  be  easier  to  answer.  We 
had  formulas  but  those  are  not 
working  any  more.  We  just  tell 
children  'Don't  talk  about  reli¬ 
gion  in  school.'  This  is  shaky 
ground  now.

"Some  parents  don't  even  tell 
their  children  about  Jesus, 
because  they  are  scared  they 
will...  say  something  wrong. 
One  street  kid  did  not  know 
anything  except  about  the  blas¬ 
phemy  law.  When  her  mother 
was  asked  why  she  did  not  teach 
her  daughter  about  Jesus  instead 
of  the  blasphemy  law,  she 
replied,  'If  I  tell  her  too  much, 
she  will  talk  about  it  on  the 
street,  and  someone  will  kill  her 
or  charge  her  with  blasphemy.'" 

The  street  child,  she  said, 
was  afraid  to  tell  her  what 
church  she  attended.  "She  said 
the  mullah  in  the  shop  behind 
us  was  listening,  ana  as  she 
said  that,  I  saw  the  man  nearly 
fall  off  his  dnir  from  trying  to 
listen  to  us,"  she  said. 

Christians  are  concerned  an 
entire  generation  is  growing  up 
not  knowing  their  faith  for  fear 
that  it  will  lead  to  potentially 
disastrous  schoolyard  talk. 
Moreover;  children  required  to 
take  Islamic  studies  in  school  are 
in  danger  with  a  single  misstep. 

"If  they  write  anything  or 
misspell  anything  to  do  with 
he  prophet  Muhammad,  they 
can  oe  in  serious  danger,"  the 
source  said.  "In  fact  he  other 
side  of  this  is  that  they  are  made 
to  answer  questions  saying 
what  a  wonderful  man  he  was. 

Christian  kids  in  predomi¬ 
nantly  Muslim  areas  don't  have 
friends  with  whom  to  play,  as 
even  a  cricket  game  can  be 
risky,  she  said.  Adults  are  equal¬ 
ly  fearful.  "People  in  offices  are 
silenced  into  submission.  The 
tear  is  creating  aggression." 

Conviction  under  Section 
295-C  of  Pakistan's  blasphemy 
law  for  derogatory  comments 
about  Muhammad  is  punish¬ 
able  by  death,  hough  life 
imprisonment  is  also  possible. 
Curiously,  accusers  in  blasphe¬ 
my  cases  cannot  repeat  he 
alleged  derogatory  comments 
without  risk  of  being  accused 
of  blasphemy  themselves.

of  Muhammad.  Subsequently, 
three  politicians  spoke  out 
against  the  blasphemy  law  that 
put  Asia  Noreen  (also  called 
Asia  Bibi)  in  prison.  Two  of 
hem  have  been  killed  for 
standing  up  for  Noreen  and 
against  the  blasphemy  law.  One 
is  in  hiding  for  fear  of  her  life. 

Noreen,  mother  of  two  chil¬ 
dren  and  stepmother  to  three 
others,  has  been  in  prison  in 
solitary  confinement  since  June 
2009,  accused  of  having  blas¬ 
phemed  against  Muhammad 
after  a  verbal  disagreement 
with  some  women  in  he  vil¬ 
lage  of  Ittanwali,  near  Lahore. 

If  she  is  released  from  prison, 
her  life  will  be  at  risk.  Her  hus¬ 
band  and  children  are  on  the  run, 
receiving  constant  threats  from 
Muslims  who  say  hey  will  take 
justice  into  their  own  hands. 

Suspected  Islamic  militants 
in  Faisalabad  shot  dead  two 
Christians  about  to  be  acquitted 
of  blasphemy  charges  on  July 
19,  2010.  The  Rev.  Rashid 
Emmanuel,  32,  and  his  30-year- 
old  brother  Sajid  Emmanuel 
were  shot  days  after  handwrit¬ 
ing  experts  on  July  14  notified 
police  that  signatures  on  papers 
denigrating  Muhammad  did 
not  match  those  of  he  accused. 

Expected  to  be  exonerated,  the 
two  leaders  of  United  Ministries 
Pakistan  were  being  led  in  hand¬ 
cuffs  under  police  custody  back 
to  jail  when  hey  were  shot

Foundation  President  Khalid 
Gill  said  he  two  bodies  bore 
cuts  and  other  signs  of  having 
been  tortured,  including  marks 
on  their  faces,  while  he  broth¬ 
ers  were  in  police  custody. 

For  secular-educated 

Pakistanis,  the  blasphemy  law 
has  come  to  symbolize  the  mea¬ 
sure  to  which  militant  Islam 
has  overtaken  society.  In  the 
span  of  three  months,  Islamists 
murdered  two  of  he  nation's 
most  outspoken  leaders  against 
he  blasphemy  law. 

On  Jan.  4  Salman  Taseer,  he 
governor  of  Punjab  Province, 
was  murdered.  On  March  2, 
parliamentarian  Shabaz  Bhatti, 
who  as  federal  minister  for 
minority  affairs  was  he  only 
Christian  cabinet  member,  was 
assassinated  in  Islamabad. 

Pakistan  is  moving  increas¬ 
ingly  towards  a  state  driven  by 
fear  of  militants,  where  even 
moderate  politicians  make  con¬ 
servative  choices  to  appease 
Islamist  threats,  according  to 
Sara  Taseer  Shoaib,  daughter  of 
he  late  Taseer. 

"Pakistan  is  definitely 
becoming  more  right-wing  and 
extremist  when  it  comes  to  reli¬ 
gion,"  she  said.  "Religious  par¬ 
ties  are  gaining  a  cult  follow¬ 
ing,  and  even  moderate  leaders 
are  trying  to  gain  popularity 
and  votes  by  taking  a  right — 
wing  position."

thing  had  happened  or  some¬ 
one  had  been  stopped.  I 
slowed  down  not  knowing  if 
1  was  coming  upon  a  wreck, 
license  checkpoint,  or  what. 
Then  I  saw  the  problem.  An 
18- wheeler  traveling  down 
the  same  twcF-lane  highway 
apparently  decided  to  turn 
around.  The  driver  had 
pulled  off  on  a  little  gravel 
area  on  the  side  of  the  road 
and  about  half  way  off  the 
road,  die  truck  had  gotten 
stuck.  Half  of  the  18- wheeler 
was  in  the  middle  of  the 
highway  and  the  other  half 
was  hanging  off  the  side  of 
the  road.  He  was  in  a  predica¬ 
ment  because  being  naif  on 
and  half  off  the  road,  he  was 
going  nowhere. 

A  huge  wrecker  had  been 
brought  to  the  scene  and 
apparently,  they  were  trying 
to  figure  out  what  to  do  next. 
Do  you  pull,  push,  or 
unhitch  the  truck  from  the 
trailer?  Regardless  of  what 
their  decision  would  be,  it 
was  going  to  take  some  work 
to  get  this  truck  back  in  ser¬ 
vice.  I  sat  there  for  a  couple 
of  minutes  waiting  on  the 
officers  to  wave  me  on 
through.  I  thought  about 
how  many  times  we  as 
believers  get  in  the  same 
shape  as  that  18- wheeler. 

I  thought  about  Simon 
Peter  at  the  very  last  hours  of 


^is’  life  when  the  soldiers 
come  and  arrested  Him. 
As  the  soldiers  were  dealing 
harshly  with  Jesus,  the 
Scripture  says,  "Peter  fol¬ 
lowed  a  far  off."  In  a  sense, 
you  can  see  Peter  as  he  is 
spiritually  pulling  off  on  the 
side  of  the  road  whenever  he 
denied  Jesus.  Peter  was  in  a 
quandary  wanting  to  follow 
Jesus  but  not  wanting  to  get 
too  close,  so  he  is  about  half 
on  and  half  off. 

You  may  know  someone 
who  it  seems  as  though  they 
want  to  be  dose  enough  to 
Jesus  to  at  least  give  them 
some  sense  of  security  in 
case  life  should  suddenly 
end.  On  the  other  hand,  they 
do  not  want  to  get  too 
involved  with  Him  because 
He  might  call  them  to  serve 
with  tne  totality  of  who  they 
are.  Throughout  His  min¬ 
istry,  Jesus  dealt  with  folks 
like  us.  He  continually  called 
people  and  reminded  them 
to  give  their  all.  In  a  sense. 
He  was  not  just  asking  for 
more  but  He  was  also  trying 
to  deliver  diem  from  living 
in  the  awkward  situation  of 
being  half  on  and  half  off 
like  tne  18-wheeler. 

As  I  watched  the  18- 
wheeler  as  they  tried  to  get 
it  out  of  its  sticky  situation,  I 
thought  of  a  lady  who  was 
somewhat  fearful  of  getting 


on  an  escalator.  She  just  did 
not  like  those  moving  steps 
and  especially  the  process  of 
getting  on  and  getting  off. 
One  day  at  the  mall  being 
coaxed  by  her  daughters, 
she  agreed  to  try  to  get  on 
the  escalator.  She  walked  up 
to  the  edge  where  the  steps 
were  going  down.  Sne 
watched  the  steps,  carefully 
wanting  to  take  a  step  ana 
jump  on  to  the  step  ana  land 
correctly,  but  she  only 
stepped  with  one  foot.  The 
other  foot  was  planted  firm¬ 
ly  on  die  solid  floor.  Now 
she  was  hopping  on  with 
one  foot  ana  would  not  let 
go  to  move  the  other  foot  on 
to  the  escalator.  I  guess  that 
probably  all  of  us  have  been 
at  that  point  in  our  spiritual 
walk  when  God  is  trying  to 
lead  us  in  a  new  direction  or 
to  do  what  may  be  a  diffi¬ 
cult  thing.  We  come  to 
understand  it  is  best,  it  is 
right,  and  God  is  guiding 
us,  but  we  find  it  so  awk¬ 
ward  and  difficult  to  let  go 
and  step  on  and  off  to  the 
decision  that  God  would 
have  us  to  make. 

While  for  the  lady  at  the 
escalator  it  was  no  laughing 
matter;  for  those  who  were 
watching  it  was  a  somewhat 


hilarious  picture.  When  it 
comes  to  great  spiritual  deci¬ 
sions,  getting  stuck  half  on 
and  half  off  is  neither  fun 
nor  funny,  so  what  are  we  to 
do  as  God  leads  us  along? 
Generally,  it  would  be 
important  for  us  to  remem¬ 
ber,  "Whatsoever  thy  hand 
findeth  to  do,  do  it  with  all 
of  your  might"  (Ecd.  9:10a). 
Do  what  God  asks  you  to  do 
robustly  and  enthusiastical¬ 
ly.  He  is  worthy  of  that.  How 
ao  you  go  about  doing  that? 
Give  it  all  to  God.  Whatever 
He  wants  you  to  dojust  turn 
it  all  over  to  Him.  For  those 
of  you  who  may  have  ques¬ 
tions,  doubts,  and  uneasi¬ 
ness,  if  God  is  guiding  you 
to  do  something  give  it  your 
all.  If  yqur  doubts  cause  you 
to  think,  "What  if  I  fail.  What 
if  I  falter?"  think  about  the 
wise  thought  that  someone 
came  up  with  that  is 
expressed  in  the  idea  that  it 
is  far  better  to  attempt  great 
things  and  fail  than  to  do 
nothing  and  succeed. 

So  it  was  that  Simon  Peter 
had  the  glorious  privilege 
and  the  wonderful  joy  of  see¬ 
ing  God  pour  out  the  most 
incredible  blessings  you  can 
imagine  on  the  Day  of 
Pentecost,  because  he  gave 
the  Lord  his  all.  No  longer 
walking  or -following  "a  far 
off,"  he  was  possessed  and 


even  obsessed  with  giving 
Jesus  his  all.  May  Goa  help 
each  one  of  us  to  do  that 
same  thing  so  that  He  can  use 
us  and  pour  out  His  blessings 
through  us  today.

Bible  Studies  for  Life 

What  Do  You  Own? 

1  Chronicles  29:10-20

There  is  an  old  poem  about 
preschoolers  that  explains  how 
they  view  the  world.  "What's 
mine  is  mine.  What's  yours  is 
mine,  It's  all  mine!"  It  certainly 
defines  the  egocentric  nature  of 
the  younger  sect  in  our  society. 
Basically,  they  believe  that  the 
world  and  everything  in  it 
belongs  to  them. 

Thankfully,  as  adults,  we 
have  come  tp  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  ownership.  In  this 
four  lesson  unit  we  will  be  chal¬ 
lenged  to  rethink  our  values  and 
priorities  in  relation  to  posses¬ 
sions  and  materialism. 

This  Sundays  lesson  in  1 
Chronicles  29  set  the  stage  for  a 
greater  understanding.  David's 
Prayer  of  Praise  is  a  powerful 
message  about  thankfulness,  pri¬ 
orities  and  ownership.  Prior  to 
the  focal  passage,  David  testifies 
about  sacrifice  of  his  personal 


wealth  and  challenged  the 
people  to  give  in  a  similar 
manner  He  then  goes  on 
to  be  a  shining  example- 
his  sacrifice  of  valuable  B< 
possessions  for  the  build¬ 
ing  of  the  temple.  He  then  issued 
a  challenge  in  verse  5,  "Who  then 
will  offer  willingly  consecrating 
himself  to  the  Lord?:  (ESV)  The 
leaders  responded  with  generous 
offerings  and  precious  metals  to 
die  treasury  of  the  house  of  the 
Lord.  The  people  rejoiced  over 
the  response. 

In  front  of  all  the  assembly, 
David  began  praising  the  Lord 
and  proclaiming  His  power, 
glory,  majesty,  and  confessing 
God's  ownership  of  die  whole 
earth  and  its  riches. 

David  shows  us  three  right 
responses  to  acknowledging 
God  as  owner  of  all: 

Worship 

In  the  beginning,  in  verse 
ten,  what  does  David  do? 


"David  blessed  the 
Lord  in  the  presence 
of  all  the  assembly." 
(ESV)  He  stopped,  ne 
acknowledged,  he 
worshipped.  Worship 
is  a  natural  out¬ 
growth  of  a  grateful 
heart.  I  love  how 

- David  again  leads  the 

Bowman  assembly.  He  is  the 
first  to  worship  and 
his  leadership  sets  the  stage 
for  people  to  follow.  The 
assembly  responds  in  verse  20, 
"And  all  the  assembly  blessed 
the  Lord,  the  God  of  their 
Fathers,  and  bowed  their 
heads  and  paid  homage  ,o  the 
Lord  and  the  king.  (ESV) 
Again  we  see  David's  leader¬ 
ship  emulated  by  the  people. 
Great  leaders  give  an  example 
that  can  be  followed.  Their 
walk  matches  their  talk.  They 
are  worthy  of  imitation. 
Humility 

When  we  begin  to  acknowl¬ 
edge  the  right  ownership  of 
everything,  it  will  invoke  a  spir¬ 
it  of  humility.  David  expressed 
this  when  he  asked  the  question, 
"Who  am  I  and  what  is  my  peo¬ 


ple,  that  we  should  be  able  thus 
to  offer  willingly?  For  all  things 
come  from  you  and  of  your 
own,  have  we  give  you,  "(vs.  14- 
15)  (ESV)  Humility  is  an 
acknowledgement  •  if  God  being 
owner  and  provide  of  all.  There 
is  a  temptation  when  we  give 
generously  to  exhibit  pride 
about  our  gift  and  our  ability  to 
bestow  "help"  on  another.  In 
churches  we  see  our  "owner-

We  begin  a  rew  series  of 
lessons  mis  Sunday  entitled 
"Anchored- In  Talth".  These 
lessons  are  from  the  Old 
Testament  books  of  Jeremiah 
and  Lamentations.  Scholars 
have  named  Jeremiah  as  the 
human  author  of  both  books 
which  came  in  a  time  of  great 
turmoil.  There  was  either  a 
war,  occupation  armies  or 
armies  passing  through  the 
land.  It  did  not  make  any  dif¬ 
ference  which  was  happening, 
there  was  great  danger  and 
disruption  of  life.  It  is  no  won¬ 
der  that  the  people  needed  an 
anchor  to  whicn  they  could 
hold.  They  needed  a  station¬ 
ary  reference  to  know  where 
they  were.  In  the  cockpit  of  an 
airplane  is  an  instrument 
called  the  artificial  horizon. 
That  instrument  lets  you 
know  your  orientation  if  you 
cannot  see  the  ground.  It  tells 


you  if  you  are  flying 
right  side  up,  climbing 
or  descending.  It  helps 
the  pilot  know  exactly 
the  attitude  of  the  air-  Si 
craft  and  helps  him  stay 
oriented.  The  pilot  can  fly 
with  assurance  That  is  exactly 
what  the  people  of  Jeremiah's 
day  needed.  The  circumstance 
of  Jeremiah's  day  was  differ¬ 
ent  from  our  time  but  the  need 
is  the  same.

There  is  also  an 
underlying  idea  of  intimacy  by 
the  touch  of  His  hand.  This  ts 
intensely  personal. 

Today,  we  talk  about  hav¬ 
ing  a  personal  relationship 
with  God's  Son.  That  is  possi¬ 
ble  because  He  has  touched 
our  hearts  and  wants  an  ongo¬ 
ing  relationship  with  us. 
God's  Holy  Spirit  will 
empower  us  to  live  in  that 
kind  of  relationship.

Their  home,  their  cars,  their 
financial  resources-all  belong  to 
God.

LOS  ANGELES  (BP)  — 
Richard  Rodriguez  remembers 
Family  Radio  fondly.  Growing 
up  in  die  1980s,  he  tuned  in  to 
die  Christian  network  during 
his  tumultuous  teenage  years. 
"Bade  then.  Family  Radio  gave 
free  broadcasting  time  to  food 
churches  for  on-air  Bible  stud¬ 
ies  and  devotionals," 
Rodriguez  recalled.  "I  found 
comfort  and  inspiration." 

In  the  early  lV90s,  he  began 
to  tune  out  when  the  network 
began  reporting  that  1994 
would  be  the  end  of  the 
world.  Harold  Camping,  the 
man  behind  the  recent  May  21 
false  prophecy,  made  the  1994 
prediction,  too. 

"1  got  sick  and  tired  of  mut¬ 
ing  the  radio  whenever  those 
segments  came  on,"  Pndriguez 
said.  'Convicted  by  the  Lord,  I 
just  couldn't  keep  listening  to 
music  if  the  teaming  is  going 


sour.  So  I  made  the  difficult 
decision  of  shutting  off  my 
local  Family  Radio." 

The  false  teachings  of 
Family  Radio  President  Harold 
Camping  also  compelled 
Olivebridge,  N.Y.,  affiliate 
WFSO  to  abandon  the  Family 
Radio  broadcasting  fold.  "Once 
Camping  started  saying  God 
was  done  with  all  the  churches 
and  Satan  ruled  all  the  church¬ 
es,  we  immediately  covered  up 
those  segments  of  false  teach- 


was  no  reform  possible  to  that 
ministry,"  Elmendorf  said. 

In  1993,  according  to
